The most important of all of Mr, Etheridge’s labours has | 
however probably been the preparation of a complete Catalogue | 
of the Fossils of the British Isles, stratigraphically and zoologi- | 
cally arranged—a work of immense value to the Palzontologist. | 
The first volume of this catalogue deals with the Palsaozoic | 
species, and was published by the Clarendon press in 1888. The | 
second and third volumes aro still in MS., although completed | 
up to the year 1888, The extent of Mr. Etheridge’s labours in | 
the preparation of this compendious catalogue will be under- 
stood when we say that it embraces no less than 18,000 species 
of fossils. 

Mr, Etheridge is the author of a Report, dated June 22, 1857, on 
Thames mud and Thames water, This report is based upon a 
microscopic examination of 18 samples of mud and deposit, and 
two or more samples of water taken from the River Thames. It 
gives a detailed account of each sample, both as regards the 
living organisms and the organic matter it contained in a state 
of decomposition, and the inorganic mineral residuum, It was 
issued as an Appendix II. toa report relating to the Main Drain- 
age of the Metropolis, and was ordered by the House of Commons 
to be printed on the 3rd August, 1857. 


In March, 1868, Mr. Etheridge was engaged to prepare maps 


and sections and to give evidence before the Royal Commission 


Cambridge. He revised and considerably enlarged Mr. J. W. 
Salter’s appendix to the Geolgical Survey memoir on the Geology 
of North Wales by Mr. A. C. Ramsay, F.R.S. 

Amongst still other literary labours which occupied the atten- 
tion of Mr. Etheridge at different times it may be mentioned 
that he greatly assisted Dr. J. J. Bigsby, E.R.S., F.G.S., in the 
preparation of his great works Thesaurus Siluricus (1868) and 
Thesaurus Devonico-Carboniferus (1878). Mr. Etheridge also 
edited the third edition of Part I. of Illustrations of the 
Geology of Yorkshire (1875), by Pcofessor John Phillips, F.R.5., 
who died in 1874. Mr. Etheridge too has been ono of the 
editors of the Geological Magazine from July, 1865, to 1891. 
and has contributed various notices and reviews to its pages. He 
it was, too, assisted by Mr. J. W. Lowry, to construct his Chart 
of Characteristic British ‘Tertiary Fossils, stratigraphically 
arranged (1866). 

Many others, however, are the services which Mr. Etheridge 
has rendered to Science, and he has been untiring in his efforts to 
promote the dessimination of scientific knowledge through the 
vehicle of learned societies. He served on the Council of the 
Geological Society from 1863 to 1868, then again from 1872 to 
1878, and from 1880 to 1883, As has already been suggested, he 
was elected President of the Geological Society, and occupied 
that offico from 1880 until February 1882, and it may be added 
that he has been a Fellow of the Geological Society since 1854, 
He was President of the Geological Section at the meeting of 
the British Association at Southampton in 1882, and served on 
the Council of the Palzontographical Society for many years, 
and has been Hon. Treasurer for that body since 1880. He was 
elected-on the Council of the Royal Society in 1884, having-bee:

the world. Mr. Etheridge’s name is so familiar, not only 
as that of one of the most distinguished and indefatigable of 
workers in the field of Palwontological research, but as that of 
one whose labours in other branches of geological investigation 
have been so eminently valuable to, and so generally appreciated 
by, the scientific world, that this series of biographical sketches 
would, indeed, be sadly wanting, were so interesting a personality 
excluded from its scope. 

Mr. Robert Etheridge is a native of Hereford, having been 

born there on 3rd Di cember, 1820. His public career may be said to 
éhave commenced with his appointment to the post of Curator to 
tho Museum of the Philosophical Society of Bristol, in 1850.

1t was in 1856 that Mr. Etheridge came pro- 

minently under the notice of the late Sir Roderick I. Murchison, 
then Director-General of the Geological Survey of Great 

Britain, and on the 1st July of the year following he was fortu- 

nate enough to be appointed to the important post of Paleon- 

tologist to the Survey, and Curator of the Museum of Practical 

Geology in Jermyn-street. : 

Mr. Etheridge’s connection with the 

Geological Survey extended over a period of 

24 years. During this time his labours and 

researches were continuous and untiring. 

Ho prepared amongst other original works, 

numerous Paleontological reports, appen- 

dices and lists of fossils to accompany as 

many as nineteen separate Memoirs of the 

geological field surveyors upon various parts 

of England and Wales. He was also the 

author of a report upon the Paleontology 

of Jamaica; while during a period of 15 

years he gave no less than 40 demonstra- 

tions annually in Paleontology to the stu- 

dents of the Royal School of Mines, which 

was, of course, at that time attached to 

the Museum of Practical Geology, then, 

as now, located at Jermyn-street. This 

was in itself a formidable task, but it was 

supplemented, nevertheless, by other valu- 

able services to the Science of Palsonto- 

logy. Amongst other work engaged in at 

this time by Mr. Etheridge, it may be 

mentioned that he re-arranged the entire 

Palwontological Collection at Jermyn- 

stroct, and prepared a catalogue of every 

specimen in the collection. A catalogue of 

this collection, as re-arranged, was printed 

by the Department, with a preface from 

the pen of Professor Huxley. 

In October, 1881, Mr. Etheridge’s ser- 

vices were, with the sanction of the Trea- 

sury, transferred from the Geological Survey 

and the Museum of Practical Geology to 

the British Museum (Natural History) 

where, for ten years, he occupied the post 

of Assistant-Keeper in the Department of 

Geology, the Keeper being his friend Dr.

The retirement of Mr. Etheridge from the public service 

at the end of last year, in accordance with the provisions of 

Clause X. of the Order in Council of August 15, 1890, is} 

sincerely regretted, not only by all his colleagues, who were much 

attached to him, but by a far-reaching circle of scientific friends 

and of admirers of the valuable work he has accomplished. There 

may be some justification for the stringency of the rule which 

ma ikes retirement from public service compulsory at an age, when, 

in matters pertaining to science, at least, ripe and extensive 

knowledge are to be appraised at their highest value; but, we 
confess, that to the average unofficial mind the cogency of the 
course of reasoning which justifies so palpably absurd a policy is | 
not readily apparent. In Science, if in nothing else, maturity | 
of knowledge, it will be generally admitted, alone can result | 
from lengthened experience of and devotion to one branch or 

another of research. Where then, if such premises be taken for 

granted, is the advantage, either on grounds of public policy or 

of scientific advancement, of the compulsory retirement rule to 

which Mr. Etheridge—as one amongst many—has had to 
submit ? 

Mr. Etheridge has been such a prolific worker in the world of 
Science that it is difficult even to catalogue the various services 
he has rendered at different times. He has been one of the 
most frequent contributors to the literature of Geology and 
Paleontology, Between 1863 and 1889 he contributed many 
papers to the Quarterly Journal of the Geological Society of 
London. The most important of these was, perhaps, his 
paper “On the Physical Structure of North Devon,” which

This he 
has developed in a series of papers wherein the volcanic phenomena 
of the Old Red Sandstone, Carboniferous, Permian, and Tertiary 
periods have been illustrated. He has also discussed it sencoa 
papers, and more particularly in his “ Scenery and Geo ogy 9 
Scotland,” the subjects of denudation and the origin of scenery, 
His “History of the Glacial Period” gave the first systematic 
arrangement of the deposits of that period with reference to the 
probable series of events of which they were the records ; while his 
“History of the Old Red Sandstone of Western Europe” is a 
laborious investigation, of which the first part is published, and the 
second part is far advanced. In the prosecution of these researches 
Dr. Geikie has travelled over much of Europe, and has also studied 
the broad features of the Geology of the United States and of Canada. 

Dr. Geikie has long been intimately associated with the progress 
of educational work. He has always taken a deep personal interest 
in promoting the establishment of Natural Science as an instrument 
in Hducation. In this connection it may be mentioned that he is 
the author of primers of physical geography and geology, which 
have had a very large sale, and have been translated into most 
European languages, and even into some of those of India. He is 
also the author of some advanced class-books on the same subjects, 
of his well-known text-book of geology (now in its second edition), 
and of geological maps of Scotland and the British Isles. 

When appointed in 1871 to the University Chair in Scotland 
specially devoted to Geology, Dr. Geikie had the whole work of that 
department to organize. He also prepared a large number of the 
diagram illustrations used in connection with his lectures with his 
own hand, and gathered together a valuable class museum. 

Dr. Geikie has been largely engaged in literary work, as dis- 
tinguished from purely scientific dissertation. In this connection 
it may be said that he has always recognized the importance of 
cultivating the literary element in scientific essay-writing. He has

been the author of many essays and reviews—signed and unsigned— 
in the leading reviews and journals. Some of these were selected 
and published in 1882 in a volume entitled “ Geological Sketches at 
Home and Abroad.” The main aim of these writings has been to make 
Science intelligible and interesting to those outside of the circle of 
actual workers. He has also written a number of biographical 
notices of his contemporaries published in « Nature,” and in the 
Journals or Proceedings of scientific societies. Two larger bio- 
graphies—“ Memoirs of Edward Forbes” (in conjunction with Dr. 
George Wilson), and the “Life of Murchison ”—the latter giving a 
sketch of the rise and progress of Paleozoic Geology in Britain, 
are also from the same prolific pen. 

Those who are familiar with Dr. Geikie’s style will, we feel 
sure, agree with us, that he is one of the pleasantest and most 
attractive writers of our time. His articles have adorned the pages 
of this Macazinx, since its commencement in July, 1864, and have 
always been most valuable and suggestive, whether they dealt with 
some special geological phenomenon, such as “the Old Man of Hoy;” 
‘a volcanic bomb in the cliff at Burntisland,” or with broad subjects 
such as subaerial denudation and the physical features and scenery 
of a country, or the voleanic phenomena of the British Islands, 

In these and kindred subjects, Dr. Geikie has shown, not only the 
pen of the ready writer, but also the pencil of the accomplished 
artist, and doubtless much of the charm he possesses is due to the 
combined power to take in and fix rapidly with pencil, as well as 
graphically to describe, the salient features of the country he is 
traversing. 

It is satisfactory to know that the continuous labour and scientific 
studies of Dr. Geikie have not passed without recognition. He has 
been elected into many scientific societies at home and abroad. He 
entered the Royal Society before reaching the age of 30, a most 
unusual honour; has been Vice-President, and was recently elected 
Foreign Secretary of that Society. Within the last few months the 
Berlin Academy has placed him in its ranks, the Royal Academy 
of Sciences of Géttingen has elected him to the vacancy caused by 
the death of the illustrious Studer—the Nestor of Swiss geology, 
and the Imperial Leopold-Caroline Academy—the oldest scientific 
Society of Germany—has enrolled him among its members. Dr. 
Geikie has also been the recipient of the Murchison medal of the 
Geological Society, and has twice received the MacDougal Brisbane 
Gold Medal of the Royal Society of Edinburgh. He is an Honorary 
LL.D. of the Universities of St. Andrew’s and Edinburgh. 

The Geological Survey of the United Kingdom has every reason 
to congratulate itself in having for its Director-General not only 
a practical geologist, but a gentleman so widely known and respected 
and of such scholarly attainments as Professor Archibald Geikie. 

It is an open secret we believe, with most. scientific men about 
London, that Dr. Geikie is the President-designate of the Geological 
Society, a choice which will be sure to meet with the cordial support 
and approval of all its Fellows. 
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
